(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-7, 10-13, and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Bisson et al (US 5714182). 

Bisson et al teach a process for preparing a yoghurt comprising the following 
steps: a) adding whey protein to a milk-based raw material to have a casein:whey 
protein ratio of from 70:30 to 40:60; b) adjusting to a pH of from 6.1 to 6.7; c) heating 
the milk to a temperature of from 70°C to 95°C for a time of 1 minute to 15 minutes; and 
d) acidifying using a microorganism treatment or chemical acidification to prepare a 
yoghurt (see entire patent, especially the abstract and claims 1 and 4). 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-8 and 10-118 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bisson et al (US 5714182) in view of Takenawa et al (US 4842873 
and 4988519) and Ohara et al (US 6313319). 

Bisson et al is cited as above. 



The claims differ as to the use of glucono-delta-lactone. 
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Takenawa et al (US 4842873 and 4988519) disclose the conventional use of 
glucono-delta-lactone as a coagulant (see claim 1 for each patent). 

Ohara et al disclose the conventional use of glucono-delta-lactone as a 
coagulant (see Brief Summary). 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the 
invention was made, to use glucono-delta-lactone as taught by Takenawa et al (US 
4842873 and 4988519) and Ohara et al in that of Bisson et al because the use of 
glucono-delta-lactone is conventional in the art. The glucono-delta-lactone is used for 
its art-recognized function to obtain no more than expected results.
